Dublin, Saturday Evening. 

For several Weeks past we have had occasion to 
direct attention to the increasing value of money, and 
We found mat each weck showed greater requirements 
and a less supply, until, at last, the Bank of Bngland 
Ditectors have been forced to adept a course which is 
Ather unusual at this time, and, until the facts were 
known, one which was considered as, at least, premature. 
The rate is now 41 per cent., bat this advance has not 
in the slightest degree, checked the demand for accom- 
‘~odation, which still continues to a very large extent, 
thongh ſt is likely it may become more moderate after 
the 4th proximo. 

o the great expansion of commerce, as evidenced by 
the rade returns just published, we must attribute the 
present demand for moncy, and not to any serious 
decrease Of bullion, ot any of those other exceptional 
causes which sometimes so much derange our financial 
condition. Trade is in a sound and healthy state, and 
the requirements for its development are, therefore, in- 
dic tive of increasing commercial prosperity. The 
falling off of bullion at the Bank has been to the extent 
of £104,673 only ¢ but the great increase of 41.379.356 
‘in the private et “other” securities shows the great 
dew iná fet accommodation, while the circulation shows 
an increase of £614,592, and the reserve a decrease of 
£742,298. The total amount of coin and bullion now 
stands at £15,271,701. 

Apart, therefore, from all political influences ; a fall 
in the value of Funds might naturally be expected from 
the condition of money, and the latter has been the 
chief cause for the depreciation in the price of Consols, 
which have fallen about 156. per cent. from the highest 
quotations of this day week. The Ministerial state- 
ment first affected prices, but not to the extent which 
the gloomy character of the communication wuld, 
wader other circumstances, buve done—the fact being 
nat Lord John Russe had only come to the conclusion 
in reference to the tntentions and conduct of the French 
Emperor whitch all thinking persons had long since 
arrived at, and. to use a financial term, his remarks 
were prevtously discounted, and had, therefore, little 
ect upon any Funds but the French ones, which rose 
‘on the news, but as quickly relapsed. The rise in Paris, 
thereiore, was not a legitimate one; it seems to have 
been forced. English Funds will stil! be liable to great 
“Luctuation, but, as we stated last weck. there is always 
n disposition oa the part of the public to invert upon 
any serious fall, thought, banks may be obliged to 
collect their resources, and forte sales of stock held 
ether on their own account or that of their customers. 

In the Dublin market there was, of course, a fall 
wropertionate to that in London. Prices, however, were 
fairly supported at the reduced rates, and no pressure 
was shown. In Shares generally the tone was weak, 
and most securities show a decline in value, acting, as 
might be expected, in sympathy with Government 
Fands. 

To-day’s market was, as usual on Saturday's, 
limited, but Funds, though lower, were not 
weak. In Local or Railway Debentures no 
dealings. Banking Shares were not quoted ; no 
vhange in their value; they may, however, be expected 
to improve, as their profits will be greater, as long as 
menes is dearer. Steam Shares were all weaker 
in tendency. Atlantics were the only ones dealt in, 
and they show a decline of 58. Mining Shares, too, 
were very little dealt in. A reaction has taken place 
in Connorrees, which have again sligtitly fallen to day, 
and are offerei, General Mines were quoted at one- 
quarter advance, but were not firm, and the business 
done but small. 

Railway Shares were more dealt in, but were weak, 
Cork and Bandors were done at the former quotation, 
but offered, as were also Belfast Junctions, which show 
4 decline. Kingstown Stock and Wicklows were 
steady, as also Killarney. (ireat Southern Stock was 
done at one-eighth deciine, but steady. Limericks and 
Kilkennys were offered. All l’reference Shares were 
on sale at the quotations, with the exception of Cork 
and Bandons No. 2 which were steady, 

The most important of the meetings held during the 
week was that of the Atlantic Royal Mail Steam Naviga 
tion Company, which came off in London on Wednesday. 
The chairman stated little at the meeting which we 
did not ourselves anticipate in the statement which we 
gave in our last weekly resume, and we think that ex- 
planation, however satisfactory it may be looked upon, 
ts still somewhat short of what we expected. If, how 
ever, economy be even now prectised, we think the 
sharcholdere may rest satisfied that the company will 
rank foremost in commercial undertakings, If, however, 
the proprictors show the same implicit confidence in the 
conduct of the directors as they did at the last meeting, 
we cannot exactly hope for much retrenchment, or any 
of those qualities which are practised in companies 
managed in Ireland. When we alluded to the accounts 
we stated they were not satisfactory, but we hoped that 
all necessary explanations would be rende at the 
meeting, and we consequently refrained from express- 
ing ourselves as strongly as we might have done until 
the meeting had been held. On the'publication of the 
accounts, the Irish shareholders naturally felt dis- 

sed to question them, and through their spokesman 
Ir. Gray, one of the directors of the company, they de- 
manded an investigation into their nature; bnt the Kng- 
lish directors refused, and said,“ No; first sanction those 
accounts, approve, and pas them,and then investigate 


them if you like” Such a practical absurd

Tus butchery of Perugia has been repeated in Rome 
itself, by order of the “most benevolent of men.” 
The greatestefforts have heen made to blind Europe 
as to the real extent of the latest Roman massacre. 
Thetelegraph, uader the management of the Prelates, 
has been set to work, to announce now that three, 
now that five, and, at last, that only seven persons 
were wounded by the Popes bludgeon-men. For- 
tunately, the Times’ correspondent was on the 
spot, and in the midst of the melve. We know, upon 
the authority of an English gentleman, who with 
difficulty esenped with life, that the number of per- 
sons wounded is, at least, 147. How many have 
becn carried away, to die in their own homes, is as 
yet unknown, The above number embraces only 
those who are treated in the public hospital. 

This was no accidental outburst. The Papal 
Government—that Government which we are called 
upon to believe is the mildest on earth, because it 
ought to be o had predetermined to commit this inbu- 
man outrage upon unarmed men and women, in order 
to strike terror into the population. As the French 
troops still garri-on Rome, they leave the gendarmes 
and sturri free to cut down the people, and Antonelli 
has contrived to stain the French flag indelibly upon 
theeveof its ceparture. Louis Napoleon may boast 
of the chivalry of France. His ten thousand va- 
liant soldiers looked on, in a city under his protec- 
tion, while cutthroats and brigands, under the name 
of sbirri, cut down women and children, in the pub- 
lic streets. IIad there been no French garrison in 
Rome, there would have been no massacre, It wa» 
Louis Napoleon who set free the hands of thes 
men to do their sanguinary work 

At first, too, the French actively opposed the peo- 
ple. Two brothers were arrested opposite a French 
post, and then a French commander, (Captain Gorde. 
ordered his men to charge the crowd with lowered 
bayonets. ‘The Corso was crowded with a holiday 
multitude, for it was Saint Joseph's Day. When the 
people withdrew from the square before the French 
troops, they were suddenly assailed in front by the 
Papal gendarmes on foot and horseback, followed 
by the sbirri. We know how violent a disciplined 
body of police can become, once they are let loose 
upon an unarmed band of youthful students, aud we 
can fancy how demoniacal a troop of the Pope's 


gendarmes must be when ordered “ to slay and 
“make fan end.” While the people were driven 


in the rear by the French troops, and cut down on 
the front by the Papal dragoons, the sbirri's 
armed with long poniards, issued forth 
from lanes, churches, anil shops where they had 
concealed themselves. Yet from the people there 
was but one ery—“ ‘I'he women, the women! Spare 
the women!“ Hat the police officers cried in re- 
turn — Now you are at it make an end of it; close

This Batchery did not take place at Constantino- 
ple, or in Morocco, or even in Naples. Rome, 
“happy,” “ contented,” “ peaceful” Rome, nestling 
under the wing of the Vicar of Christ, whose king- 
dom is not of this world, was the scene of such an 
outrage upon humanity. The thanks of the Pope 
were given tothe gendarmes by Monsignor Mattenci, 
while their hands were still red with the blood of his 
flock. Blood-money, five scudi a bead, was given to 
the men, and ten to the officers, who had so ably 
butchered the people. Since that day—the ever-to- 
be-remembered feast of Saint Joseph the Papal 
Government is busy hunting out every one whom it 
suspects, and where a Government is wicked all are 
suspected. ' 
Let us hear no more of the mildness, the paternity, 
the benevolence oí the Papacy. Such falsehood is 
sickening! Let it be boldly described, such as it is, 
Let the advocates for a rule only to be paralelled by 
that of Commissioner Yeh at Canton, honestly say 
that the Papacy is atyranny, and can only be upheld 
by a tyraut's acts. ‘This isa logical defence, as well 
asa true one. From the massacres of Perugia and 
Rome we must form our opinion of those who come 
to us in sheep's clothing, while inwardly they are 


ravening wolves. 


Tae Abbey of Moyne was famous, even among 
the ecclesiastical ruins of ireland, for the vast quan- 
tity of human bones, bleached and blanched, within 
its walls. Skulls and hie were piled up against 
the walls, and on every projection of the building, 
One night all these mouldering remnants of hu- 
manity disappeared, a ship bad silently moored un- 
der the abbey walls, and carried off the relics of a 
dozen generations, Of course, inquiry was made, 
the people were excited, and their anger was not 
allayed when they heard whattheir ancestors had 
come to. It was said -and no other reason was 
given—that the bones had been carried off to be 
ground up with flour, in order to manufacture 
Scotch eracknelle. 

[t is not pleasant to think that in eating a biscuit 
aman may be eating a part oí his grandfather's 
skeleton. We pride ourselves upon our civilisation. 
yet we may be unconscious cannibals. As the Irish 
graveyards are somewhat better cared for now than 
they were afew years since, we are happily saved 
from the qualms which disturbed the rest of the 
people of Moyne, still we are compelled to swallow 
a quantity of abominations. The proverb used to 
be that every man, during his life, eats a peck of 
dirt; in our time we swallow a waggon-load ; for 
there is not an article which is 
not adulterated. ‘There are twenty-three plants 
used in the adulteration of tea. Seven articles, of 
which the most harmless is potato starch, are used 
in the manipulation of bread. Sugar is sanded or 
amalgamated with musty flour. We would not lke 
tomention the ingredients used in the manufacture 


of domestic use 


of cream. As to wine, more sherry has been anoually 
sold in London alone than ever Spain exported ; and 
for the ingredients of fine crusted port we have only to 
turn our eyes to the logwood groves of Campeachy. 
What would become of us, now that the Govern- 
ment encourages a taste for French wine, and hopes 
to recoup the bribe to France by converting us into 
a nation of dram-drinkers, might be guessed, but 
cannot be particularised. Fortunately, while Mr. 
Bright is only anxious to elevate the six-pounders, 
and to make them eligible for corruption by giving 
them a vote, his colleague, Mr. Scholfield, has 
turned his thoughts to the comfort of the inner man, 
and endeavoured to defend his constituents from the 
Lorgias of trade. 

The Arabs compel a provision merchant who deals 
deceitfully to eat his own condiments; as the Thibe- 
tians sometimes compel doctors to swallow their own 
The French publicly advertise a delinquent 
who, hastening to become rich, slowly poisons his 
customers. Mr. Scholfield’s remedy is a milder one. 
Any person who supposes that the articles of food he 
has purchased are adulterated may appeal to a pub- 
lie analyst, to be appointed in all our large towns. If 
the article is proved to be adulterated, the seller has 
to pay all the costs, a fine, and the price of adver- 
tising hisown delinquency. The last item is one we 
heartily approve of.

As matters now stand, this supposed yearly tenant, 
with a larger soul than his landlord, or more heart for 
his land, or having to all practical purposes a longer in- 
terest, wishes to build, drain, clear, fence, or what not ;

certainty, so it is supposed, of having his rent raised to 
the new value he has liimeelf imparted to the land. 
The lahdlord is supposed to look on with much compla- 
cency, while the tenaht is lavishing his strength and 
substance on the soil, and to step in to reap the harvest 
which he has not sown. It would appear that there is 
just enough soundness in the system to seduce the ten- 
ant into this fruitless or perilous expenditure, but not 
enough to secure him from a higher reat or from evic- 
tion. Of course, we Englishmen ask, and ask in vain, 
why does he not press for a lease, under the powers 
of the Settled Estates Act, if necessary ? In case 
of refusal, why does he not give up his land. or desist from 
throwing away his money on an unsound footing? Why 
does he not obtain an agreement as to the division of 
the expenses and profits? Anyhow, why does he not 
proceed in a businesslike manner? The only answer to 
these questions is, that the landlord in these supposed 
cases will do nothing, or can do nothing ; that the ten- 
ant wishes to do something, and can do something ; and 
that, of course, it is for the public good that he should 
be encouraged and secured in improvements which 
would not be made but for him. Beit so. What, then 
does Mr. Cardwell’s Bill enable him to do? He may 
give his landlord, or the agent, a formal notice of the 
contemplated improvements. Should the landlord not 
agree, that Fo is to terminate the tenancy. Should 
he agree, the tenant goes before the chairman of the 
county, proves the value and cxtent of the improve- 
ments, and obtains a certificate which vill secure him 
an annuity of 5 per cet t. on the value of 25 ars, which 
he will be able to recover from the endlord in 
the case of eviction. Of course, itis asum in! the 
landiord cannot reimburse himself for the annuity 
charged on his land by raising the rent ; inasmuch as

Standing, then, 
in the landlord's position, we naturaily suppose a tenant 
wanting, by any means, to strengthen his tenure and es- 
tablish a set-off against rent, desirous of improvements 
Just to answer his own purpose, but, if possible, at the 
cost of his landlord, and always ready to exagyerate the 
value of what he has done for the farm. ‘The holdings 
supposed in this question are generally small, and the 
improvements adopted for small holdings are very 
apt tobe incompatible with comprehensive plans of 
improvement. Indeed, the greatest improvement which 
has taken place in Ireland since 1845 has been the ex- 
tens've aggregation of small into larger holdings. The 
houses, roads, fences, and even drainage must have to 
be changed in this process. Yet the measure before us 
applies to things as they are, holdings as they are, 
tenants as they are, and not atall wishing to be otherwise 
than what they are,except more secure, with a better 
interest in their land, aud a set-off against rent. If Mr. 
Cardwell’s Bill be only a scheme for assisting landlord 
and tenant to a friendly arrangement, then we hope 
most devoutly that it may pass and may answer its 
purpose ; but ifit is to do more, if it is to enable the 
tenant to set his landlord at deflance, todo what he likes 
with his holding, and then establish a “pull” on the 
landlord in the shape of an annuity, then every English

AUSTRIA. on 
Vierna, Marcu 31e7.—The Austrian Cabinet has te- 
solved to protest sternly against the annexation of Tus- 
cany, Parma, and Modena to Piedmont. A note to this 
effect, dated the 24th inst., has been addressed to the 
Cabinet of Turin. In this note, Austria first establishes, 
by historical and legal considerations, developed at great 
length, her positive and incontestable right to oppose 
an act which, in despoiling legitimate Princes of the States 
granted to them by the European treaties, would also 
destroy the rights of succession and reversion which 
these same treatics secure to the Heuse of Hapsburg, 
with respect to the said States. Austria then proceeds 
to demonstrate that Sardinia has participated in the 
engagements contracted by France, who, in considera- 
tion of the treaty of 1735, has guaranteed the posses- 
sion of Tuscany to the House of Lorraine, in order to 
indemnify this dynasty for the cession of her ancestral 
heritage. The note of Austria further recalls that by 
virtue of the treaty concluded in 1753, by mediation of 
Geotge the Second, King of Ehgland, and countersigned 
by him in his quality of head of the House of Este, 
the right of succession in the Modenese States was 
conferred upon the third son of the Emperor Francis 
and Maria Theresa, to whom it was designed to unite 
the granddaughter of the Duke of Modena. Thus, 
then, the King of Sardinia, in accepting the annexation 
of the Italian Duchies, openly violates not only the 
public treaties of 1815, but also the treaties which he 
has signed as a direct contracting party with Austria. 
Such a violation is so much the more flagrant from 
having been accomplished upon the morrow, after the 
peaee of Villa franca and Zurich, of which the essen- 
tial condition was the restoration of the legitimate 
princes. 


FRANCE, 

Panis, Saturpay.— The Paris papers publish a tele- 
gram, dated Chambery, March 81st, according to which 
the election of deputies in the provinces claimed by 
Switzerland, have resulted in the return of five parti- 
sans of France and one of Switzerland. On Thursday, 
some persons from Geneva made a menacing demon- 
stration at Thonon, and hoisted the Swiss flag. A 
steamer with armed people left on Friday for Thonon.

CAPTURE OF MIRAMON’S WAR STEAMERS 
BY THE AMERICAN SQUADRON, 

On the 6th ultimo, two steamers, the General Mira- 
mon and Maryez, appeared before the city, and refused 
to show their coloufs. Captain Jarvis, therefore, ordered 
the United States war sloop Saratoga, with a detach- 
ment from the Savannah and Prepel, in the steamers 
Indianola and Wave, to proceed to the ancho- 
rage, and ascertain the character of the two strange 
steamers. As tlie Saratoga towed by the India- 
nola approached them, they tried to escape, 
but were too late. Captain Turner then sent a boat 
with a flag to demand the nationality of the steamers, 
when the boat was fired upon twice, where upon the Sara- 
toga fired a broadside into the General Miramon, and 
the action became general. Both steamers now hoisted 
the Spanish flag, and, after a spirited engagement, 
Miramon surrendered, and himeelf and most of his men 
were taken prisoners.

THE REVENUE. 

The accounts for the quarter ending this day shew an 
increase of about £5,000,000, as compared with the 
corresponding quarter last year. But of this sum about 
£150,000 is derived from malt spirits £3,500,000 are 
yielded by the income-tax, owing to the increased rate; 
and there are smal increases under the heads of 
stamps, post-office, and miscellaneous items. There is a 
decrease of about £360,000 on customs arising from the 
operation of the Commercial Treaty with France. 

The years account exhibit an increase of about 
£340,000 on customs’ duties, which would have been 
larger, but for the special cause of decrease rendered 
from rum, tea, tobacco, and currants, on excise there 
is an increase of nearly £2,500, proceeding from almost 
every item, malt spirits, barley, and oats, shewing 
the largest increase. On the year the increase in 
income-tax will be neariy three million pounds; 
stamp-tax and post-office also yicld an in- 
crease. The total account for the year, gives an in- 
crease of five and a-half millions. ‘The one item expe- 
riencing a decrease is that entitled miscellaneous, 
which last year included a large sum for the sale of old 
surplus stores after the Crimean war.

Dr. Gray, and himself, attended in the office of the 
Chairman of Ways and Means, in London ; and after 
considerable deliberation, it was agreed that the first 
bill should be withdrawn, and a second bill introduced, 
substituting the Canals for the Liffey scheme in obe- 
dience to the instructions of the Corporation. There 
was an erroneous impression abroad, that the com- 
mittee of the Council who had charge of this ques- 
tion, had promoted altogether a new bill without 
the sanction or authority of the Council; but they 
did no such thing. They had only modified the first 
bill in accordance with the instructions of the house, 
and in this modified and altered shape submitted it to 
the consideration of the Legislature. That bill reached 
Dublin that morning for the first time, and was sent to 
all parties who were likely to give its provisions publi- 
city. He would not refer to all the clauses of the 
measure, but call attention to the 17th, which pro 
vided that the Corporation was to compensate the 
millowners. The proposition of the Canals was to 
supply a certain quantity of water to the city per 
diem, at the rate of £4,000 a year, they compensating 
all the millers. This condition of the contract they 
were not able to introduce into the bill, owing toa 
technical difficulty, but an agreement which was signed 
by Mr. Ennis, chairman of the Royal Canal; Sir 
Edward M'‘Donnell, expectant chairman of the 
amalgamated canals; and Mr. William Digges LaTouche, 
chairman of the Grand Canal had been prepared by 
eminent counsel, by which the Canal Companies were 
bound to make compensation to the millowners. It 
was assumed that the old bill, and which assumption 
equally applied to the amended bill, gave the Corpora- 
tion unrestricted powers of taxation, inasmuch as the 
68th clause stated, if there should be at any time a 
deficiency in the amount required te pay the interest 
on the mortgages and debentures, the Corporation 
might levy such an additional domestic water rate as 
might be necessary to supply the deficiency. It was 
quite clear that this power was restricted to the levying 
of money to pay the interest on the money bor- 
rowed. Assuming that they raised £160,000, and as- 
suming that the whole of the @d. and 2d. rate was swal- 
lowed up, the interest on this sum, at 4 per cent., would 
not amount to 34. in the pound upon the valuation of 
the city. It was thought that the old bill gave uncon- 
stitutional powers to the officers of the Corporation, by 
authorising them to enter the houses of the citizens at 
any time from nine to four in the day, in order to see 
that the water was not wasted, and diverted trom its 
legitimate purposes. Under the new bill the time for 
visiting was change! to any time between 12 and 4 
o'clock, which, it found inconvenient, might be changed 
at any time by a bye-law. Another objection made to 
the old bill was with reference to the commencement of 
the increased taxation, It was contended that the 
words could be construed into meaning that imme- 
diately upon the passing of the bill the high rate of 
taxation would commence, although some time would 
elapse before the citizens received an equivalent advan. 
tage. The bill had been altered to meet this objection, and 
also to meet another objection, that the present num- 
ber of fountains should not be diminished. With re 
spect tothe pipes not being capable of bearing the high 
pressure which would be put on them under the pro- 
visions of the proposed bill, he referred to a letter from 
Mr. Ilawksley, in which that gentleman stated they were 
sirong enough for the purpose. The Rathmines Com- 
missioners and Trinity College had withdrawn their 
opposition, the bill having been so modified as to recog- 
nise the claims of these bodies. This was the present 
position of the pipe water question, so far as Parlia- 


ment was concerned. A question having been 
raised by Serjeant Fitzgibbon, as to the le 
gality of applying any portion of the Corpo- 


ration funds to the promotion of a Water Works Bill, 
a cage was laid before Mesers. lirewster, QC, and 
Harry, QC, ; both of whom were of opinion that no 
matter how meritorious the object of the Corporation 
was, its funds could not be applied to promoting a Water 
Works Bill different from the one already in existence. 
From the moment that intimation was given by Serjeant 
Fitzgibbon to the present, not a shilling of the Corpo- 
rate funds had been expended for this purpose ; but 
the committee could not go further unless they were 
sustained by the Council. The question, then, was, how 
was the money to be raleed ? The money could be 
raiscd from bankers, on the guarantee of members 
of the Corporation, This involved no real liability, 
because it had never been known that a (Cor- 
poration, acting an fide in promoting a water bill, 
was notin the end allowed every farthing it had ex 
pended fur the purpose, The resolutioa, therefore. 
which he begged to submit to the house was, that no 
farther application of any of the corporate funds be 
made fur the purposes of promoting this bill, but that 
the sub-committee having chargeof the measure were 
hereby authorised an! ordered to adopt the most ener- 
yetic means for carrying it into law during the prosent 
eeasion of Parliament, provided the necessary funds 
could be raised by voluntary contributions or 
guarantee 

Alderman Kinahan briefly seconded the resolution, 
exprosaing his entire approval of all his colleagues had 
done. 

Mr. Martin (Fitawilliam Ward) begged to | resent the 
case of the only parties whose opposition had not been 
got rid of by the adroit management of the Pipe-water 
committee—the ratepayers of the city of Dublin, 
(Hear, hear.) The same demand was now made in the 
case of the new bill as was made in the case of the 
former bill—that it should not be proceeded with with- 
cut giving due time to those who were vitally interested 
in it an opportunity of duly considering its provisions, 
ive bill at present under discussion was only intro- 
duced inte the House of Commons the previous night, 
without a single member of the Corporation outside the 
committee who had special charge of it being allowed 
the opportunity of even looking at It He helleved 
that a postponement of the bill until after the Paster 
recess would not be granted, and it was, therefore. very 
important that the ratepayers of Dublin should under- 
siand the precise position of the question at this mo- 
ment. They vero called upon toadopta resolution, which 
although it exempted the Corporation fromthe expen !I- 
ture of public nne for the purpore et promoting this 
bill, yet gave the most unqualified power to press it un ia 
its wy form. (liear, hear ) No proposition was 
made by the mover of the resolution that they 
should, in committee, have an opportunity of consi ler- 
ing its provisions, and they were called upon in globo 
to adopt it, even as rewards the clauses which were not 
yet embodied in it, (car, hear.) The bill was alto- 
yether d.flerent in seopo and tendency from the first 
introduced, and which was abandoned on account of 
the storm of public indignation with which it was 
asan ile<d. (one, hear.) It was, therefore, of great 
importance to see that the clauses of the present bill, 
which emanated from the same gentlemen. met with 
the approbation of the public at large. He had not 
had time te consider the various provisions of this 
measure; but, from the cursory glance he had taken of 
it, there were many of them which required amendment. 
(Hear, hear.) He concluded by proposing an amend 
ment to the effect that no bill for a further supply of 
water be prom ted this session of Parliament 


Mr. Whelan addreased the house in a neutral speech 
Ile condemned the present source of supply, and zug 
gested that from the Westmeath Lakes could be pro- 
cured an abundant supply of water

They will be free tu preserve their immoveable pro- 
perty situaicd in the territories reunited to France. 

Art. 7. For Sardinia the present treaty will become 
executive as soon as the requisite legislative sanction 
shall have been given by the Parliament. 

Art. 8. The present treaty will be ratified, and the 
ratifications thereot will be exchan ed at Turin, within 
the term of ten days, or sooner if possible. 

In faith whereol, the respective plenipotentiaries 
have signed it and affixed to it the seals of their arms.

At the moment when the French Government, in 
order to bind itself more intimately with us, braved, 
by the promulgation of the Treaty of Commerce, inve- 
terate prejudices and powerful interests, England, eaten 
up by jealousy, made unhappy by our success, saddened 
by her own impotence, busies herself in seeking 
evemies against us, and would excite against us on the 
Continent a war which should cost her nothing. With 
tis hope she encourages the ill-founded susceptibilities 
of Switzerland, she goes from Court to Court, awaken- 
ing rancour, exciting apprehension, and  rckindling 
every bad feeling. She would organisea coalition, but 
she would not pay for it.

FRANCE.

In the very beginning, 
when the two young men, Barberi, were dragged to 
Monte Citorio by the gendarmes, the French Captain, 
Renard, threw himeel! among the people, requesting 
them to be very prudent, and assuring them that the 
prisoners would be set free ; and as he saw a numerous 
patrol of French troops of the Line pass, he said tothem, 
“ Keep a good look out, for the Papal gendarmes are 
bent upon raising a disturbance.” As the tumult broke 
out, the French patrols who were passing along the 
Corso, either overpowered by the crush or desirous to 
avoid a collision with the Papal troops, took shelter in 
the palace entrances pell-mell with the people, remained 
inactive, or otherwise disappeared, leaving the field tree 
for the onset of the gendarmes. These patrols, or twice 
their former number, reappeared soon after the fray, took 
possessionof Monte Citorio, where the Papal gendar- 
mes still skulked, and by gentle means broke asunder the 
groups of people wherever these assembled in the streets 
or squares, Several of the French military off duty were 
wounded in the melee; a major received a sabre cut 
and a heavy blow with the flat of a breadsword on his 
head ; another officer, anephew of the General of Di- 
vision, was wounded in the leftarm. The whole body 
of the French officers show the utmost indignation. 
The General has given out an order of the day, in 
which he expresses his t “at theexcesses which had 
been perpetrated.” s words, however, are rather 
ambiguous, and the conduct of the gendarmes is eulo- 
gised in the main. 

The French officers of the Chasseurs, of the 25th, 
of the Engineers, &c., have been summoned to-day be- 
fore the General, who alluded to the protest which 
had been submitted to him, and said that Gorde had 
only obeyed his iustructions, that the Emperor was de- 
termined to keep public order in Rome at any cost, lest 
upon the provocation of the slightest disturbance the 
Pope should be induced to run away. ‘To-morrow the 
same intimation will be conveyed to the officers of 
the 40th.

THE SAN JUAN QUESTION, 

Mr. LONGFIELD asked the Secretary of State for Fo- 
reign Affairs what progress had been made towards a tettle- 
ment of the San Juan question, and whether thee was any 
vbjection to the production of any correspondence which 
might have recently taken place between the British and 
American Government on the subject ? 

Lord J. RUSSELL—The only progress which has been 
made towards the permanent — of the San Juan 
question is, that an arrangement has been propose! on each 
side, but it has not yet been concluded. The last despatch on 
the subject went from this country, and | expect that some 
answer will be made on the part of the Government of the 
United States. | must say that the conduct of General Beott. 
the representative of the United States, has been most con- 
ciliatorr. About 800 American troope anda battery of guns 
had been placed on the island; but the number of men has 
since been reduced to 100, and the battery of guns has been 
entirely removed. It is alse understood that 100 marines are 
to he stationed there on the part of the British Government, 
in order that there may be a joint occupation, until the ques- 
ton is tinally settled, 

IKISH NUSINESS, 

Mr. HENNESSY said that to put himself in order he 
meant to move that the House at ite rising should adjourn 
till Monday, From the official correspondence on Italian 
affairs it appeared that M. Thouvenel, the French Foreign 
Mimeter, had declared that if her Majesty's Government 
were ready to samt that the annexation of the Central 
“States of Italy to Sardinia should not be effected without the 
consent of all the Great lowers, the Lmperor of the French 
should subscribe to the same tule when applied to Savoy ; 
that the principle, in fact, was the same in both cases. = It 
would be seen from this that M. Thouvenel threw upon her 
Majesty's Government the onus of the annexation of Savoy 
to France. With this brief explanation he would now ask 
the question of the noble lord the Foreign Secretary which 
he had placed on the paper—viz., whether the Crovernment 
had advised her Majesty to recognise the annexation of Bo- 
lagna, Tuscany, Modena, and Parma to the kingdom of 
Sardinia; and, if so, whether he was prepared to state the 
reasons which had induced the Government to ten- 
der such advice to her Majesty. lle would now 
turn to the subject of the Irish business of the 
House. Those familiar with the records of Parlia 
ment knew that tewards the end of the session the pr: “ress 
of legislation waa impeded by the accumulation of Irish af- 
fairs. “The late Government adopted the wise and prudent 
course of bringing forward a large quantity of the Irish bu- 
ness early in the session. The present Chief Secretary un- 
fortunately had not followelso salutary an example, In- 
deed. that right hon. gentleman might be saidto have treated 
the Irish business with unprecedented contempt. Up to 
yesterday he had introduced only one pill of importance 
relating to Ireland. and that was of a purely polisloal goture. 
The social wants of Ireland bad been entirely neglected. 
ihe number of petitions that had been preseated in favour 
of the Irish Reform Bill was four, and their history was 
rather instructive, The first was presented by ‘the right 
hon. gentleman bimeelf, and was signed by only one person. 
The second was also presented by the right hon. gentleman, 
and signed likewise by only one person, and that one 
person an irish Peer, ( Name.) The name was Lord 
Monk. (laughter) The third petition came from the 
studente of the (Queen's University, and prayed for 
a repres@atation of that institution in Parliament. The 
fourth petition was only the first petition presented over 
again by mistake. ‘The position of the Government with re- 
spect to the question of education had, no doubt, been greatly 
complicated by the fact that the present Attorney-General 
for Ireland had last year, before the altar of a Catholic 
chapel in Cork, solemnly-denounced the mixed system of 
instruction—the very system which the Governiment in- 
tended to uphold. On the subject of the tranefer of poor 
persons from England to Ireland, and other matters 
connected with the administration of the Poor Law 
the Chief Secretary had not vouchsafed any informa- 
tion to the House, and when be had himself recently 
moved for a return calculated to throw fight on that ques- 
tion the Government refused to accede ta the motion. A 
very wholesome lesson had been read to the Government 
last night on the subject of Irish Tenant-right. The Chic 
Secretary's measure was condemned on all hands. If the 
right hon. gentleman had looked at what had been done by 
his predecessors he might have produced a much more satic- 
factory bill. The great courtesy and attention evinced 
towards ail parties by the right hon. tlemau deserved 
every ucknowledgment, but those qualities could net atone 
for bis inevitable ignorance of Ireland and the Irish. The 
Chief Seeretary was a ver distinguished member of that 
House, but when he went to Dublin be was surrounded bya 
clique of place-bunters, who effectually prevente bim from 
Í learning oe ay ny the real habits, temperament, or spirit 

of the people. The right hon, gentleman was as little abl 
to cope with the pluce-hunting diplomacy of Dublin as was 
the noble lord to encounter the political diplomacy of Vienna 
or Paris. The hon. gentleman concluded by moving that 
the House should, at its rising, adjourn till Menday. 

Sir . C. LEWIS did not rise to debate with the hon. 
EEA either the question of Savoy, or that of the

If there was an election to be carried, the 
Government, despite the defaulting Exchequer, would 
not stick at fivepence, and he therefore ventured to 
think that Mr. Lyle would get his retiring pen- 
sion of £2 500, the amount of his salary. Ile had no doubt 
that Mr. Lyle was entitled to his fall pension. He would 
not grudge him his pension, nor any mark of personal re- 
spect that could be paid to a useful, diligent, and punctual 
s:rvant of the Crown. But what was to become of his office 
in the Court of Chancery? That was a very Bice point. 
The House ought to be informed that whenever a gentle- 
man contested a county or acity in Ireland, and was de- 
feated, it was necessary to soothe his wounded feelings with 
a place. Lord Carlisle had been more patriotic and bene- 
volent in that respect than most of his predecessors. L he 
gentleman who contested the county of Dublin in the Whig 
interest at the last election was now a commissioner of some- 
thing or other, it was immaterial what—gnols or lunatics, 
it was all the same. The son of the Lord Chancellor con- 
tested the city of Dublin and was defeated ; by a hke equity 
he must be provided for. However, there was some difi- 
culty as to whether the Chancellor could make 
hie son Receiver Mater in his own court, and 
the rumour was that an excellent gentleman, and a 
friend of Lord Carlisle, the Commissioner of the Bank- 
ruptey Court, was to be transferred to the offlee of Keeviver- 
Master in the Court of Chancery, and the Chancellor's 
son was to bo appointed to the vacant comimissoner- 
ship.

Lyle, as he knew nothing about bim, but he believed him to 
be a most excellent officer of the Court of Chancery, and to 
have served his country usefully, That was a good reason 
for giving him his full pay on retirement, bat it was no reason 
tor appointing a man to an office the due fulfilment of the 
duties of which required not only the enjoyment of the re- 
spect of all parties, but thoroag® local knowledge. As Mr. 
Lyle had discharged carefully the duties of his otlice in the 
Court of Chancery in Dublin, he could not have acquired 
the requisite local knowledge of the county of Londonderry. 
Even if that gentleman did now possess a property in 
the county, he had been absent from it for the greater por- 
tion of his life, and, therefore, could not possess the local 
knowledge to fit him for the office of Lord 97. 
the Government might appoint a man upon political grounds 
within certain limite—that was, of two men equally — 
one a supporter and the other an opponent of the Govern- 
ment, they might reasunably prefer their friend ; but the 
principle of favouring friends must not be carried further. The 
right hon. gentleman opposite had asked whether Ireland was 
to be governed upon that rinciple, but he (Lord Fermoy) 
wished to ask upon what principle was Treland to be governed. 
In Ireland there was a large body of the Ultramontane party: 
whose confidence the Government did not, nor ever would 
Therefore, in order to manage affairs in that coun- 
try, the Government must the confidence of the mo- 
derate Catholics and the Pr ts; but the policy that had 
been pursued was not at 1 calculated to sechre that 
confidence. What measures relating to Ireland 
been proposed? After the application of the screw 
Parliamentary, two bills had been introduced, but had not 
essed further than a firstreading. He wanted to know 
what was to be done with the endowed schools in Ireland—a 
subject which the late Goverament had been prepared to 
deal with, Then there were the Ecclesiastical Courts in 
Ireland, and the Markets and Fairs Ball, subjects of great 
social importance. ‘The princi; le had been admitted by this 
country that dynasties might be abehebed and connexions 
chauged by universal vote; and the day might come when 
some foreign Minister would senda well-written despatch 
calling wpon the English Government to appeal to universal 
suffrage in Ireland; end be feared much that they would 
then find they bad entirely lost the contidenoe of every por- 


tion of the Irish people.
